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Apartments Proposed to Replace 


Abandoned Nursing Home Here 


Plans for the possible 
redevelopment of the 
long abandoned Green- 
belt Convalescent Center/ 
Nursing Home site as 
condominium apartments 
were discussed by the 
Greenbelt City Council 
at a worksession on 
Monday, August 30, 
2004. The council met 
with Lowell Baier, presi- 
dent of Baier Properties, 
the contract purchaser for 
the nursing home prop- 
erty; attorney Tom Haller 
of Gibbs & Haller; 
Stevan Varga of Enter- 
prise Realty Services and 
Steve Gang. The build- 
ing is located on the 
north side of Greenbelt 
Road just west of the 
Greenbelt National Guard 
Armory and adjacent to the Uni- 
versity Square apartment devel- 
opment. 

After several failed efforts 
over the past few years to get the 
nursing home either reopened or 
converted to assisted living or 
other institutional use, the Baier 
Properties proposal comes closest 
to a feasible plan to redevelop 
the property. 

Baier hopes to develop the 
site into approximately 90 _ for-

sale condominium units aimed at 
the “empty nester” or young pro- 
fessional housing market. With an 
existing R-18 zone for the site, 
Baier would need to secure zon- 
ing text amendments in order to 
build the planned development 
on the four plus acre site. He 
asked for council support of 
amendments that he would re- 
quest of the Prince George’s 
County Council. 

The plan envisions a four 


story building, with el- 
evators, wrapped 
around a parking ga- 
rage structure (referred 
to as a “Texas Donut’). 
An alternative proposal 
for a_ five-story build- 
ing, with parking on the 
first level is also pos- 
sible. 

The proposed zoning 
text amendments would 
change three provisions 
of the zoning ordnance. 
The first would exempt 
condominiums built in 
the R-18 zone from the 
bedroom percentage re- 
quirements, making 
them the same as re- 
quired for condomini- 
ums in the R-18C zone. 
Relating to the height 
of building structures, 
Baier is proposing that the 
height of a building can increase 
above 40 feet to a maximum of 
80 feet for properties of four or 
more stories with an elevator. The 
third amendment would permit 
lot coverage to increase from 30 
to 35 percent in the R-18 zone. 
Baier indicates that this change 
is needed because his current de- 
sign concept proposes a 31 per-

City Pleased by Appeals Court 
Decision on Adequate Facilities 


“The Metroland development 
is back to square one,” City So- 
licitor Robert Manzi told the 
Greenbelt City Council at its 
September 13 meeting. That 
will be the situation if no one 
appeals and succeeds in over- 
turning the Maryland Special 
Court of Appeals ruling that re- 
verses the approvals of the con- 
ceptual site plan and preliminary 
plat of subdivision for the 243 
acre combined properties of the 
A. H. Smith former sand, gravel, 
asphalt and concrete plant opera- 
tions and the overbuilding rights 
to the Greenbelt Metro Station 
parking lot. Manzi does not ex- 
pect an appeal to succeed, if 
taken, and said that he had been 
told by the attorney for 
Metroland, one of three parties to 
the suit, that he does not plan to 
make an appeal. 

The Metroland property is lo- 
cated between Greenbelt Road 
and the Capital Beltway west of 
Springhill Lake apartments and 
the Beltway Plaza shopping cen- 
ter and east of the CSX Railroad 
tracks. The Smith property is 
outside but adjacent to the city 
(as well as College Park and

Berwyn Heights) and the Metro 
Station property is within the 
city limits. 

Ecstatic 

Mayor Judith Davis in open- 
ing the agenda item for Manzi 
to make a public presentation 
on the lawsuit declared the city’s 
victory to be “absolutely wonder- 
ful. Everyone I have talked to 
was ecstatic about it.” 

Manzi responded that he had 
been ecstatic about it as well. 
While he had felt strongly that 
the city’s appeal was with merit, 
the fact that the city had lost on 
the same appeal to the County 
Council and the Circuit Court 
caused him to be cautious about 
success at the next higher court 
level. “It is not often that a 
higher court will overthrow a 
lower court’s decision,’ he said. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts told Manzi that he didn’t 
normally bother to read an entire 
document of this nature but in 
this case he had and had en- 
joyed it all. 

Appeal 

The two other parties of inter- 
est in the lawsuit besides 
Metroland are the Maryland-Na- 


tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission (M-NCPPC) and 
Prince George’s County. The 
Prince George’s County Planning 
Board of M-NCPPC had ap- 
proved the concept plan and pre- 
liminary plat. The city had ap- 
pealed these decisions to the 
District Council (Prince George’s 
County Council), which had sus- 
tained the Commission’s approv- 
als. 

Either of these parties as well 
as Metroland could take an ap- 
peal to the Maryland Court of 
Appeals, the state’s highest court. 
If they did, three members of 
that court would hold a hearing 
at which both sides would 
present arguments as to why or 
why not the court should con- 
sider the case. After that, the 
court would decide whether or 
not to hear the case. If it did, 
then both sides would present 
their arguments to the full court 
in another hearing and that court 
would eventually reach its deci- 
sion. 

Manzi, however, doubts that 
an appeal will be forthcoming.

Council Gets Crosswalk 
Study at Worksession

City Council held a 
worksession on the night of 
Monday, August 16, to survey 
the Department of Planning and 
Community Development’s pre- 
sentation of its crosswalk study. 
The study was designed to “as- 
sess the pedestrian environment” 
and ensure that street crossings 
are “properly designated, signed, 
marked and maintained.” 

Celia Craze, director of the 
Department of Planning and 
Community Development, 
pointed out that Greenbelt’s net- 
works of pedestrian paths were 
connected by what she estimated 

s “close to 50 crosswalks” and 
are situated at logical or natural 
crossing points. The lines mark- 
ing these crosswalks need to be 
maintained in order to ensure 
visibility. Proper signage and 
the elimination of low-hanging 
limbs are also important to main- 
tain pedestrian safety. 

The standards for crosswalks, 
signs and other traffic control 
devices are governed by the 
Manual of Uniform Traffic Con- 
trol Devices (MUTCD). Craze 


called MUTCD the “bible of 
signs” which ensures _ that 
signage and other traffic control 
markings are clear, consistent 
and visible. It works in order to 
“avoid a mish mash of signs” so 
that wherever one is, the signs 
“communicate the same thing” 
as Craze put it. 
Changes Needed 

Greenbelt has many signs that 
are not in compliance with the 
new MUTCD but are compliant 
with the 1988 edition of 
MUTCD. The millennium edi- 
tion changed standards and it 
changed again in 2003. Craze 
said “every time we would get 
there, it would change again.” 
She remarked that the city had 
six years to become compliant 
with MUTCD but also noted that 
some changes should be made as 
soon as possible. 

The study makes a number of 
recommendations to ensure com- 
pliance with MUTCD and pro- 
duce optimum clarity for, and 
ultimately the safety of, both pe-

Former Resident Returns: 
An Exercise in Time Travel

I lived in Greenbelt from Au- 
gust 1948 to January 1951. I 
was known by my middle name 
of Howard. I was red-haired and 
freckle-faced and my friends 
called me Howdy Doody. 

My father and mother, Joe 
and Betty, married in 1939 but 
saw little of each other for a 
while, thanks to the Army and 
World War II. 

When Dad came home in 
1945, they moved to an apart- 
ment in some converted Army 
barracks in College Park so he 
could attend the University of 
Maryland on the GI Bill. Some- 
how, they found their way to 14- 
X Hillside Road when I was al- 
most seven years old. My 
brother, Bob, was just a toddler. 

I went to North End School, 
had Mrs. Baxter for the second 
grade and Mrs. Eisenach for 
both third and fourth. Then Dad 
graduated and got a job about 
60 miles south in Solomons Is- 
land and I had to say goodbye to 


my friends in the middle of the 
school year. 

A couple of years ago I inter- 
viewed my mother about my 
family history while visiting her 
in Easton, Maryland. When I 
got home, I looked up Greenbelt 
on the Internet and was shocked 
to discover its historical signifi- 
cance as a government-planned 
community. So I bought Cathy 
Knepper’s book about it. I was 
fascinated and proud that I had 
lived there. 

Several months after my 
mother passed away last January 
(my father died in 1981), my 
wife and I spent the day in 
Greenbelt on our way to our 
home in Massachusetts. I was 
dismayed by the super-sized de- 
velopment along Greenbelt 
Road, so when I turned onto 
Crescent Road, I braced myself 
for a big disappointment. 

Instead it was an exercise in

a board member 
and enthusiastic supporter of the 
Greenbelt Arts Center for many 
years. For 47 years she lived in 
and loved Greenbelt. She epito- 
mized the purposeful community 
spirit that drew her to this town 
as a newlywed. Her life in 
Greenbelt brought her great hap- 
piness. 

Mrs. Kash was born on April 
26, 1927, in Sonora, Ky. She 
was an avid young pianist and in 
recent years enjoyed reminiscing 
about the piano competitions she 
had won and the fine piano 
teacher whose influence was a 
lifelong gift. She studied music 
at the University of Kentucky, 
Where she met and married 
Howard Kash. They lived in 
Lexington, Ky., in the early ’50s, 
then pulled up stakes and moved 
to Washington, D.C. In 1957 
Mrs. Kash heard about the town 








of Greenbelt. She and Howard 
came here to settle with their first 
daughter, Lesley.

During her long association 
with American University’s For- 
eign Area Studies project, Mrs.

She 
became an avid knitter, joining 
the knitting group at church and 
taking real delight in her new 
hobby. She also took pleasure in 
eating many of her meals at the 
New Deal Café. Almost every day 
she would remark on how very 
much she loved her home and her 
life here in Greenbelt. 

She is survived by daughter 
Lesley Kash and her husband 
Hank Meyer and daughter Kim 
Kash and her husband Michael 
Cooney all of Greenbelt.

cent lot coverage and may 
change slightly as the design 
concept evolves. 

In an August 26 memo, Terri 
Hruby, assistant planning direc- 
tor, Department of Planning and 
Community Development noted 
that the proposed text amend- 
ments were not examples of site- 
specific legislation or rezoning 
by text, which have been op- 
posed by city councils in the 
past. Rather, the proposed leg- 
islation would be applicable to 
R-18 zoned sites throughout the 
county and would not introduce 
a use currently not permitted in 
the R-18 zone. In the memo, 
Hruby notes that, “. . . the pro- 
posed exemption for bedroom 
percentages will permit a devel- 
oper to better respond to the 
market . . . and in this case the 
developer wishes to build a 
greater number of two bedroom 
units, rather than one bedroom 
units, than are currently allowed 
within the R-18 zone.” 

Building Height 

However, Hruby continues, 
“staff does not believe that 
building height restrictions 
should be tied to the height of a 
building (or) whether an elevator 
is provided. 

“Instead, building height re- 
strictions should be predicated on 
the area of the lot, as is cur- 
rently reflected in the zoning or- 
dinance. This provides for the 
appropriate massing of buildings 
and protects the integrity of the 
landscape. A more acceptable 
approach would be to amend the 
legislation to allow a maximum 
building height of 80 feet for 
properties greater than four acres

Ii size.” 

Finally, in regard to the pro- 
posal for increasing the lot cov- 
erage, Greenbelt staff expressed 
concern “that raising lot cover- 
age across the board in the R-18 
zone (would) promote develop- 
ment at the expense of the envi- 
ronment. There is no means to 
determine the environmental im- 
pact of such an increase in lot 
coverage on a Site specific basis 
and there is no guarantee that 
(the) increased lot coverage will 
result in higher quality develop- 
ment.” Hruby said that a vari- 
ance is the appropriate tool in 
these cases, but, unfortunately, 
the city would not have the au- 
thority to review variances re- 
lated to this development since 
it is considered a revision to a 
detailed site plan, where author- 
ity lies with the county. 

Parking 

Council raised additional is- 
sues beyond the three proposed 
text amendments. In the pro- 
posed parking structure Baier 
plans to provide two spaces per 
unit for a total of 180 spaces, 
while the parking requirement 
for the R-18 zone requires 2.5 
Spaces per unit. Mayor Judith 
Davis noted the City's experi- 
ence with other multi-family 
housing developments within 
Greenbelt where parking be- 
comes scarce as the condo- 
minium development matures 
and as owners leave and con- 
tinue to rent their units. The 
city’s experience indicates that 
such rental units require much 
more parking. Here, the deci- 
sion to grant a variance for 
parking associated with the 
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planned development would be 
a City of Greenbelt responsibil- 
ity. 

Councilmembers Rodney 
Roberts and Leta Mach were 
concerned with the impact of the 
new structures on the existing 
wooded buffers on the site and 
the proposed lot coverage in- 
crease requested by the devel- 
oper. Councilmember Edward 
Putens questioned the proposed 
“wood frame construction” and 
expressed concern about recent 
fires experienced in multi-family 
dwellings. 

All councilmembers reminded 
the developers about the serious 
access issues to the site on 
Greenbelt Road and its shared 
access with the armory and the 
University Square apartments. 
They suggested a contribution 
from the development toward the 
cost of a traffic signal at the 
Lakecrest Drive/Greenbelt Road 
intersection. 


Asks Support 
For their part, Baier and their 
representatives asked _ for 


council’s support for the pro- 
posed zoning text changes. 
They expressed a willingness to 
discuss and work out the issues 
raised by council and the plan- 
ning staff. 

Hruby noted that since the 
developer was seeking city sup- 
port of text amendments without 
a guarantee that he will construct 
a development of the quality he 
is discussing, an agreement by 
the developer to enter into a 
covenant agreement with the city 
should precede city council sup- 
port of the legislation.

destrians and motorists. The rec- 
ommendations are grouped into 
six categories: maintenance, 
crosswalk markings, visibility 
improvements, updates’. of 
signage, ramps and new cross- 
walks. 

The report states that “there 
are several changes we should 
make immediately” such as re- 
placing all signs that do not com- 
ply with the 2003 MUTCD by 
2010. The city can either manu- 
facture the new signs or buy them 
from the county or a catalogue. 

Signs Obscured 

The study notes that in his- 
toric Greenbelt many advance 
warning signs are obscured by 
low hanging tree limbs and 
other vegetation. Craze pointed 
out that Public Works had al- 
ready begun to trim these limbs 
and they would be pruned bian- 
nually. The study recommends 
that existing crosswalks with low 
visibility due to age and fading 
be repainted immediately and 
that damaged signs be replaced 
or repaired immediately. 

For the longer term the study 
recommends that in those loca- 
tions where ramps are not in 
place, they should be constructed 


said, should include city ap- 
proval of the site plan, landscape 
plan and signage; a financial 
commitment toward the proposed 
traffic signal at Lakecrest Drive/ 
Greenbelt Road; and specific re- 
strictions regarding building 
height. 

Council requested that the 
developer provide additional 
information to the staff, includ- 
ing an analysis supporting its 


during the next fiscal year. 
Craze recommended that ramps 
should be constructed prior to 
marking new crosswalks. The 
study indicates that when new 
crosswalks are marked, the signs 
should be consistent with the 
new edition of the MUTCD. 
Advance warning signs used for 
both crosswalks and school cross- 
ing are out of date. School 
safety was a major concern. 
Craze stressed that the school 
crossings were safe for the be- 
ginning of the school year. 
New Crosswalks 

The study recommends 13 
new crosswalks, nine of which 
would be in Greenbelt East, one 
in Greenbelt West and three in 
old Greenbelt. Additionally, all 
crosswalks should be marked by 
two parallel lines and diagonal 
lines between them. This regular- 
ity aids immediate comprehension 
by both pedestrians and drivers. 

The council was pleased with 
the quality of the study. The 
mayor said “we can begin to see 
some standardization and some 
improvement. Anything for pe- 
destrian safety” and said that it 
will be a “basis for future deci- 
sions.”

time travel. 

After a wonderful visit to the 
Greenbelt Museum, I couldn’t 
wait to take a walk.

Suddenly I re- 
membered all my neighborhood 
friends and where they lived: 
Johnny LaMacchia, Jimmy and 
Bobby Schaefer, the Barlow 
brothers, Eddie Mangold, 
Stephen Cunningham and Lance 
Walden, who had the first televi- 
sion on the block. 

When word got out that the 
Waldens had a TV every kid in 
the neighborhood invaded 
Lance’s living room to watch 
Frontier Theater, Captain Video 
and my namesake, Howdy. 
Then we got one for Christmas 
and it was our turn to be in- 
vaded when the first Walt Disney 
special was broadcast. 

The more we walked, the 
more I remembered. We kids 
used to play King of the Hill be- 
hind one of the row houses but 
I couldn’t find any hills nearby 
that seemed big enough for the 
game, much less a decent one to 
Sleigh ride on, although I know 
we did that, too. The North End 
store was gone but I figured out 
where it used to be and I re- 
membered buying Mary Janes 
and Kits on the way home from 
school. 

I was also reminded of the 
time I went trick-or-treating and 
a lady invited me in for some cli- 
der and then proceeded to pour 
it directly into my bag of good- 
ies. I cried all the way home and 
told my mother that a witch 
lived in the neighborhood. 

And my best memory was 
when Dickie Barlow gave me his 


baseball card of Babe Ruth. Too 
bad Mom accidentally threw it 
away years later. 

When we returned to the 
Center, we headed into the Com- 
munity Center and viewed the 
old photos on the wall and I re- 
membered even more. Then we 
had a delicious lunch in the New 
Deal Café and I said to my wife, 
“T can’t believe everything looks 
so amazingly familiar.” 

As I write this five months 
later, I am wearing a “Greenbelt 
Is Great” T-shirt, an article of 
clothing that is responsible for a 
serendipitous “Greenbelt mo- 
ment” last month. I was in North 
Adams, Mass., a city about 
which I have written two books. 
I ran into a friend of mine and 
she asked me, “What’s Greenbelt 
and why are you wearing that 
shirt?” 

When I told her, she replied, 
“T thought so. I met a very nice 
lady last year over in 
Williamstown who used to live 
in Greenbelt. Her name is 
Beulah Bukzin and you should 
call her.” 

I did and during a delightful 
visit to her home, she told me 
that she and her late husband, 
Elliott, were Greenbelt residents 
for over 30 years and that her 
daughter Frances, who lives 
nearby, is about my age and was 
born and raised just a few blocks 
from Hillside Road. Several 
weeks later I conducted a long 
interview with Beulah and 
Frances, portions of which may 
be appearing in this newspaper 
in a few months. 

For me Greenbelt has become 
a living memory and an impor- 
tant part of my past.

He noted that the ruling by the 
Maryland Court of Special Ap- 
peals is an unreported finding. 
As such, it does not set legal 
precedence. Manzi believes that 
the Court of Special Appeals was 
simply upholding a previous 
Court of Appeal’s decision in An- 
napolis Market Place, LLC v. 
Parker, a statutory ruling. Be- 
cause the case does not offer an 
opportunity for further interpreta- 
tion of existing law, he does not 
believe that the Court of Appeals 
will wish to hear the matter. 
Special Zoning 

The Metroland conceptual site 
plan was prepared under the pro- 
visions of a special section of the 
county zoning ordinance regula- 
tions for a Metro Planned Com- 
munity permitted only on a con- 
tiguous land assemblage of no 
less than 150 acres abutting an 
existing mass transit rail station 
site and planned to be developed 
with an array of commercial, lodg- 
ing, recreational, residential, enter- 
tainment, retail, social cultural or 
similar uses which are interrelated 
by one or more themes. The 
land at the Greenbelt Metro sta- 
tion is the only land in the 
county that can qualify for such 
a development and the ordinance 
was specially drafted and adopted 
for that purpose. Greenbelt had a 
lot of input in preparing that or- 
dinance, Manzi noted. 

The key provision that caused 
the court to reverse the previous 
approvals is one that says that 
there must be either a finding of 
adequate public facilities or that 
needed public facilities are shown 
in an official capital improvement 
program or will be provided by 
the developer. The county plan- 
ning staff determined that addi- 
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tional ramps from the Capital 
Beltway and other improvements 
were needed for the entire project, 
but these improvements are not 
included in any official plan of 
the county, state or Federal High- 
way Administration and the de- 
veloper had not agreed to pay for 
them. In approving the plan, the 
planning commission required 
these improvements to be in place 
or in official plans before certain 
phases of the development could 
take place. But the court ruled 
that this wasn’t good enough to 
satisfy the “shall” requirement of 
the zoning ordinance and there- 
fore reversed the approvals. 
What Next? 

One way to enable Metroland 
to proceed with the development 
is for the county council to amend 
the zoning law. The council es- 
tablished the regulations that re- 
quired these plans to be in place 
and the council can change the 
regulations to not require the im- 
provements to be in official plans 
prior to preliminary site plan ap- 
proval. The other is to get the 
needed public facilities to be in- 
cluded in some official plan. 

In saying that the court’s ac- 
tion brought Metroland develop- 
ment back to square one, Manzi 
pointed out that that didn’t mean 
that development would not oc- 
cur. The developer and the 
county can cure these problems. 
Manzi thought that the owners 
would now come in with a new 
plan and would hopefully provide 
a lot more information. 

He hoped that the owners 
would be more willing to work 
with the city now and noted that 
their attorney had already dis- 
cussed setting up a meeting with 
him. Manzi felt that owner rep- 


resentatives should first meet with 
city staff before coming to the 
council. 

Kudos 

Davis commended both Manzi 
and city Planning and Develop- 
ment Coordinator Celia Craze for 
the many hours of hard work in 
successfully pursuing this case 
and presented them both with 
congratulatory cards containing 
modest gift certificates. 

Manzi in turn commended the 
council for agreeing to pursue the 
case. “You are the ones who 
showed the intestinal fortitude to 
pursue the appeal from the lower 
court decision and to pay the 
costs involved,’ he said. 

Craze told the council that she 
was enabled by having such a 
fine staff supporting her.

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Museum Sponsors Talk 
On Household Tastes

What brought on the desire for flashy Frigidaire refrigera- 
tors, two-toned cars and pink lampshades in picture windows? 
In selecting household products, did women believe that more 
is better or less is more? 

These and similar questions by Dr. Shelley Nickles will be 
the focus of a free slide lecture on Tuesday, September 28 at 
7:30 p.m. sponsored by the Greenbelt Museum. Entitled 
“More is Better: Working Class Consumption in the 1930s 
and 1940s America,” the program will take place in the 
Greenbelt Community Center’s Multi-Purpose Room. Nickles 
will discuss women and household product design and the 
origins of colors and curves. Favorite Jello desserts will be 
served prior to the lecture. 

The prosperity that followed the end of World War II 


brought on a wave of blue-collar women with money to pur- 
chase refrigerators, automatic washing machines and other 


expensive household appliances. Nickles maintains that the 
purchasing power of blue-collar women changed the look of 
the postwar suburban home. Although designers of the time 
promoted a “less is more” aesthetic, they failed to change the 
taste of women who believed “more is better.’ 

Nickles is a project curator at the Smithsonian’s National 
Museum of American History, where she is co-curator of the 
“Within These Walls” exhibition. She also teaches in the 
Department of American Studies at George Washington Uni- 
versity. She received her doctorate in history from the Uni- 
versity of Virginia and her masters from the Winterthur Mu- 
seum program. 

Nickles specializes in the history of women and mass con- 
sumption in 20th century America, the topic of her forthcom- 
ing book, “Kitchen Debates: Gender, Class Identity, and 
Household Goods in 20th Century America,” to be published 


by Johns Hopkins University Press.
